An Addition to the Elements, 

What you choose to call thia unifying * aon 
thing” is of no consequence, The Ancients 
‘sometimes spoke of the “Ether,” possibly ag an 
addition to the usual four elements, and Sir 
Ieage Newton aclopted this term for the officially 
connecting suediom. The optical medium 
connects the particles together into.a solid ar a 
Liquid, and the same modium connects the 
Heavenly Bodies together into systema and 
clusters and constellations and nebalos and 
the Milky Way. 

"AIL pices of matter and all particles are 
connected together by the ether and by nothing 
flee, Tn it they move freely, and of it they 
‘may be composed. We must atudy the kind of 

‘onneetion between matter and ether. 
‘An Unsolved Probl 

‘The particles embedded in the ether uxo not 
independent of it, they aro closely connected 
‘with it, it ia probable that they are formed out 
Of it: they are not like grains of sand suspended 
in water; they cosa more like minute crystals 
in a mother Bquor. ‘The mode of connection 
‘between the particles and the ether is not known 
it is esmertly being sought: but the fact 
that there'is a convection har been known a 
Tong time. We know it, because 9 particle 
‘cannot quiver, er move, without disturbing the 
medium in which it is." A boat eannot oscillate 
‘on the surface of water without sending off 
‘waves or ripples; bell cannot vibrate in air 
without sending out waves of sound ; a particle 
‘eamnot vibrate in other without sending out 
waves of Hight.

So the second thing to Tearn about the ether 
is its property of conveying Tight, Tt seems 
curious to eall it a " second" property, because 
historically i¢ waa the frut—the first discovered, 
fand the first on which attempte were made at 
elaboration. The Physics of the early part 
fof the nineteenth century was almost wholly 
‘occupied with it: the highest yenius was 
devoted to the theory of ether waves, and the 
climax was reached by Clerk Maxwell. The 
whole of the iminense Science of Optics is 
involved, and grew out of Ht; but aa with 
everything elae itis diffienlt, completaly to 
understand and to realize clearly what. is 
happening ; certain things ean be stated with 
apparent simplicity, but the full explanation is 
‘not yet attained. 

‘The first and most definite fact, on which 
there is completengeecment, isthe rate at which 
‘ether waver travel, the thiug ordinarily ealled 
“the velocity of light.” ‘This speed is the most 
fundamental and absolute thing in the physical 
universe, and it ig evidently related to somo 
fundamental

‘The results all’ ogre ; and 
there is no doobt that. all ether waves, 
however else they differ, all travel xt the same 
pace. . The speed of light ix not only the speed 
‘of that by which wo seo things, but it ix the 
speed with which every disturbance travels in 
the ether of space. 

Sach disturbances may bo tho great waves 
(akin, as it were, to Atlsutic rollers) which we 

mploy in radio telegraphy ; or they may be the 
‘small ripples which, when they break upon the 
shore of matter, excite heat; oF they may be the 
minuter tremors which in enormous numbers 
center the eye and operate the curions receiving. 
‘mechanism there, 50 ns to disturh the nerves 
‘and give us the sense of sight, or, by rearranging 
the chemicals on a glass plate or 
reproduce the likeness of the objects whieh have 
emitted them; or they may be the still minuter 
tremore—email almost beyond imagination, 
and beyond the power of iny microscope 10 
itilize—feartully rapid tremors or ether vibin 
tioms which ean be excited electrically, in a 
form which we know az X-rays. But whother 
big or small, they alt travel at the sume pace, 
with a spoed far beyond anything in one exper 
ence, a speed which it seems impossible even 
for the ather to over-top. 

Tinagine a thread wrapped round the equator 
‘of the world, crossing all the contioents and 
‘oceans and going right round the earth : streteh 
such a thread out into s straight Line, that is the 
diatance whch light ean travel in the seventh 
part of a scoond. To got the distance traversed 
by light in one second, the thread would have to 
be wrapped round the world sever times anid 
then stretched out; such a thread would reach 
nearly (0 the moon. 

‘The light of the moon takes a second and a 
‘quarter (0 reach the earth ; froma the sun it takes 
‘eight minates; from the stars, evens the bright

stars, it takes years or even centuries; whi 
some of the dim and distant. obj 

in-a large telescope wo see only ax thoy were x 
hundred thousand years ago. So immense is 
ths sealo of tho Universe! 

All this fs well and even popularly known; the 
Uificultios da uot lie here; they lie in deter: 
mining the exact nature of the wavesand the way 
in which they are produced. We have to work 
bby analogies for the most part, As a vibrating 
bell or string or tuning. fork ext bs 
ai, «0 w vita in the 
tether, "The processes - are analogous, mot 
Identical, and if wo tried to enter into more 
detail, we should get beyond our depth 


The Vehiclo of Light. 

Meanwhile, if ripples aro travelling from di 
tant objects, there muas6 be something which is 
rippling. You cannot imagine space being 

o vibration ; there must be samet 

id that “something 
‘extends to the furthest visible object. This wae 
ur frst idea of the ether of space: it is mor 
than @ century old, and the argument was a» 
valid in 1825 a0 it'is to-day. ‘The ether was 
therefore called “the Inatiniferons ether.” the 
light-earvier, the vehiele of light. Not of light 
‘only, but of every other link between the worlds 
and between the atoma; the vehicle of Gravita 
tion, as Bir Isaac Nowton suspected : the vehicle 
of Cabesion too, as wenow know ; the unifying 
fand conncoting mechanism which welds. to 
other the disconneoted atoms of matter and 
Taker cosmos out of chaos. 

However evasive the ether is to our sense 
ivi a great reality, and we already Know s 
thing definite about it 

"These waves that we are now using will get to 
the Antipodes, say, New Zealand, in the T-14th 
part of & second.

Appaliing Magnitudes. 

Ether waves travel just ab 
as quickly as sound waves: 
‘waves aro of the same length, the vibrations 
would bea million times aarapid. But theether 
waves by which we see are not of tho sue 
Tength : sound waven are a fow feet in length, 
whereas, a row of ten thousand light waves ix 
‘only an inch long, Consequently, the rate of 

{bration which the eye peresives is 600 million 
lion per second—a quite incredible aim ber! 
‘But in dealing with the Universe we most not 
boafraid of large numbers: the magnitudes wo 
deal with are many of therm appalling, some of 
them appalling for site, others for smalluess, 
tome for repuity, other for annown and 
mysterious properticn, We have as yet but 
littlencquaintance with thoUniverse; sometimes 
‘we soem to know w great deal at other times w 
realize that we hardly know anything. 

‘Tho Mystery Which Surrounds Us, 

Meanwhile, we grope along ax best w 
can, and be i wiseat who denies. least of the 
mystery which urreunde ue and the poss 
bilities ahead. 

"To assert, requires knawledge; to deny, re- 
quires much more knowledge. Let us he sntis 
fied with positive knowledge, so far as it han been 
‘vouchaafed ta us, and leave negations ta the sll 
‘mfficing and the oumiseient. We can deny- 
the se¥f-contradictory and the absurd, but in the 
unknown and the mysterious, denials have no 
Jeyitimate place; our business is earefully aid 
autionaly to ascertain what ia. We are sur- 
rounded by infinity, and the wealth of existence 
inrach as to uatify fit in out Migs o- 
ceptions, n hope in the possibilities which lio 
Telore us, and’ chanity which coxbles vs 10 
do our daily work and fo love our fellow-men.

for blind people than Senatore Marcon 
Indeed, with hut one qualification, no inventor 
hhas done so much, The qualifieation is Louis 
ds, who, +0 far ax those blind from infancy 
concerned, nist come fr, for hy the xystem 
of reading which he invented, he made it posible 
for good education to he enjoyed by children 
prived of the use of ordinary books. As a 
obby, as a recreation, and, indeed, as a moana 
of education, w in ‘my opinion, beats 
wen Braille, for the allt, aid morvespecially 
JF the adult whose wight was token away from 
hhim after his sohool lite had come to an end 
An Unnatural Way of Reading. 

With fese exceptions, those upan whom 
Diiudnese Ins desceuded in adult life do. not 
become rally proficient at Braille reading, 
ie is not tho natural way of reading to them, 
fand they are nut eo easily taught a new and, 
to them, strange method, as ure young children. 
Most of the two thousand soldier who were 
blinded in the Wer read Braille, but fow well 
fnough really to enjoy: a book after a hard day's 
work. Ido not mean to minimise the import 

nce of Braille, It is essential, as essential 
type is, and (o many who read it naturally, 
iis, doubts, a great boon, Rather do T point 
‘out fa limitations to cmphasive what the develop 
rent of roadcarting has meant to those blind 
people who heve the means to enjoy it 

‘Ther are two directions which really matter 
in which a blind man fools the limitations of hia 
handicap. One is in tho matter of getting about 
‘lone, the other i in his inability to fll in odd 
‘moments in an interesting way. Until you are 
Hind, which T hope you will never be, you will 
not realien how many periods there are, even 
in-the busiest life, wlien you have (0, oF do, in 
fot, fl up time for a few minutes, o half an 
hhout or sn.

LAYED by the London Wireless Or 
chestra is, perhaps, the most frequent 
and familiar announcement to listeners evory- 
‘where, In this respeot it: comes second only to 
the Weather Foreeast, and helps to dispel the 
deep depressions" we 0 often hear about in 
the latter, 

If those who are familiar with London or- 
chestral muslo were to visit the studio when 
tho orchestra is playing, they would recognize 
any old friends, for it should go without 
saying that tho individeal members of our 
lorchestea aro the best thet can be procured in 
their own line 

It is not surprising that only tho best men 
fare good enough for tho London Wireless 
Orchestra, Looking through any week's pro- 
grammes, you will observe that the orchestea ix 
called upon to play anything from a symphony 
to the latest fox-trot, and to socompany operatic 
arias or musie-hall ditties, and these very often 
at aight. We certainly have whearsals, and 
particularly for all big programmes, when the 
orchestra is augmented; but it is obviously 
impracticable to rehearse more than a small 
proportion of the musical programmes, ‘Those 
Who appmeiate our symphony concerts must, 
therefore, bear in mind that the standard of

There war a tiny insect underneath the 
Tichon | Tt was a long narrow little creature 
almost transparent, and rather the colour of a 
theimp before it is cooked. It hed the usual 
tixlegs, which took italong quite fast, especially 
‘its tail seemed to give some assistance too 
when the ground over which it walked wns 
iffcult or rough. But the surprising part was 
the pincers in front, of its face, atiaking out 
Telow the feelers.

"This important fact mnainly accounts for the 
aluestcomplete ablivion which overtook Bach's 
works on Ins death. No doubt, @ contributory 
‘cansewas, thatin Bach’eday, musicians worebeld 
in little esteem unless the works they performed 
were of their own onmponition, Organists 
generally improvised their own fugues and 
favitasins, and Bach's greatest angan works 
fare said never to have been written down. 
Moreover, ax Schweitzer points. out, the 
rationalism of the eighteenth century wan 
Curiously lacking in the historical sense. 

‘A Great Performer. 

‘The art ofthe past was considered antiquated, 
or, at all events, required re-stating in terms 
Of the present. 1 do not wish to suggest that 
‘= sturdy belief in the present is not a sign of 
health and vigour in any generation. Indeed, 
Tain not sure that. the appalling accumulation 
‘of historical facts since history emerged from 
the region of romance into the domain of scien 
ig not one of the blights of the present di 
Rut, unfortunately, ia Buck's time, there were 
no real facilities for printing music, no grat 
phone records of performance, und the self.

Hamburg, C. BE, Bach, who was a son of 

John Sehaatian and with whom Burney spent 

‘most of his timo, never played so much as ono 

note of his father's music during his visit 
Time's Revenge. 

‘Thos, for more than half a century, Bach's 
worki—mostly in manusetipt—a few only en: 
gmaved—Iay forgotten. But slowly the whirligiz 
‘of time brought in its revenge. In 1802, Forkel 
published bis monograph an Bach and therein, 
for the frst time, Bach was hailed ax one of the 
divinities, 

Tn 1890, exactly 100 years after the first 
performance in Leipeig, a performance of the 
St, Matthew Passion, under the young Men. 
deisohn, Grully woke up the world to the 
supremo greatness of Bach's work, 

But the long neglect of nearly a century now 
gan to tell. Bach's MSS—which he had be 
queathed equally to his sons, Carl Philipp 

mmanuel and William Rrjedemann—had been, 

omicextent, dispersed, the langua 
perfectly intelligible to the plain 
aay—had fallen out of the common curte 
‘many of the instraments in everyday use at his 
death had become obsolete, and tho traditions 
and technique of performances had been 
forgotten, 


A. Sunglo of Jargon. 

The amazing resurrection of Bach's music 
in the ently decades ofthe nineteenth century 
is not to be explained by the mere complexity 
of the works then revived, nor ly the astonish- 
inye things the critics and commentators have 
discovered in them. If that had been all, 
the whole thing would have beca.a:mere lash in 
the pan. What earried all who heard them hy 
storm was the profoundly mowing human quality 
‘of the ransic, 

But, somebow, we cannot clear our way 
tHrongh the jungle of eritical jargon that seems 
to bar ws from the music, So often hefore the 
wretched amateur can be allowed to. hear it, 
Ihe must listen to & lecture on this, that and the 
‘other thing, all calculated, 1 fear, to bewilder 
hhim rather than illuminate the matter in hand ! 
No wonder Bach hevomes a bugbear! 

‘Tee Way of Understanding. 

My point is that the andience has as much 
to do sith all the eritical work that is essential 
to the making of a satisfactory performance 
‘of Bach a w sick man has to do with the detaile 
the Pharmacopaa. The knowledge necessary 
or performance may be conveniently left t9 
the conductor oe artists involved, 

Unilerstanding of Bach's language will come 
by familiarity with it, To talle about his idiom, 
for five minutes before you proceed to inlict 
a petformance on your audience is about ax 

ful at to discusa the declension of Greek 
ouns for five minutes before a performance 
fof Melon in the original, One has-to saturate 
ourself in Bach's works, as the wonkiche writer 
heroic verse used to be told at. school to 
saturate himself in Virgil—not with » note: 
book jotting down Virgilian tags, but 0 that the 
process of asshmilation is sub-conscfous. Thus, 
‘one will como to know Bach's language as one 

ws one’n native tongue, to be able to think 
and feel in it withoot any knowledge of its 
syntax or grammar, 

‘The best way to achiove this intimac 
play or sing the works yourself, to get on 
Platform instead of sitting in the audienc 
The next best way is to hear his works as 
‘often as possible,
